Every 
one knows t the great mud-dragon which 
threatens the destruction of our Republic is 
the corruption of city governments; knows 


that it is composed of cunning demagogs for 


head, with knaves and fools for body, tail, and 
claws; that it is a conglomeration which must, 
in the nature of things, be vulnerable to any 
judicious attack; and yet the St. George who 
is to overthrow it seems not yet to have been 
born. If any one bas proposed a remedy he 
has addressed deaf ears, and the sovereign peo- 
ple submit tamely to a rule and robbery which 
are simply infamous. 

Miss Anthony’s cure is woman suffrage, 
but women, as a class, must show less senti- 
mentality, and more sense of justice, less sub- 


mission to ecclesiastics,and more respect for law 
before they can be safely intrusted with any 


considerable amount of the lawmaking power. 
So long as they are the principal agents of that 
benevolence which repeats the history of free 
corn in Rome, by drawing to cities all indolent 
and vicious peuple with the hope or assurance 
of living without work, so long are they unfit 
to take any part in government. Those city 
institutions which offer premiums for idleness 
and improvidence, which manufacture and 
support paupers by the thousand, are almost as 
efficient in the corruption of city governments 
as is the demagogy of pot-house politicians; 
and these institutions are generally projected 
and maintained by women who tax indus- 
trious classes for the benefit of utterly worth- 
less creatures as persistently as Aldermen tax 
any business community for the benefit of 

itical bummers, Benevolence and dema- 
gogy go hand in hand in corrupting our city 
governments and encouraging the usurpations 
by which the worst classin any occupation 
terrorize and tax the best; by which tens of 
thousands of men are kept in idleness, when 
tens of thousands of families live in quarters 
unfit for pigs and are deprived .of every com- 
fort of life. The houses which these idle men 
should build for their own families and those 
of other ought-to-be-workingmen are un- 


‘built. The furniture and clothing which 
coal 


should be made by them are unmade, the 
which should be dug for their use remains in 
the mine, while the men who should do the 
work loaf and refuse to work for their own 
benefit and that of their families lest some 
one else should also be benefited. It is the poor 
who first suffer for the loss of every 8 
labor, and yet it is in the name of the poor 
men are forced into idleness. ; 

Strikes could not be maintained but for that 
benevolence which lies behind them: and for this 
benevolence women are principally responsible, 
It is every man’s duty to provide by his own 
2 for the supply of his own wants and 
those of his family, and any one who releases 
him from the performance of this duty does 
him an incalculable injury. We hear much of 
the ingratitude of the poor, but no one should 
be grateful for degradation; and the most 
flagrant 822 of ingratitude for alms is the 
faint protest of A human soul against the in- 
necessity of doing its 

v. 

In that great system of common schools es- 
tablished in this world by its governing power 
cold and hunger are the principal teachers; and 
every pupil should meet them face to face and 
learn of them the way to preserve his own 
life and that of his off or die and leave 
room for those who will. oh 
All thinking men seem to know that it is the 
franchise inthe hands of irresponsible men 
which makes our city governments so many 
huge, seething caldrons of corruption; but 
few recognize the influence of what we call 
Christian charity in drawing these irrespon- 
sible men toand keeping them in our cities. 
They gather like crows around a carrion, and 
industrious e@ say, “Oh, we cannot let 
them starve!“ Cannot let them starve? Why 
not? How does their starving come to be any 
business of yours? Oh, but you cannot let their 
nine children starve! Why not? What right 
has any woman to be the mother of children 
whose father refuses or neglects to provide for 
them? The Governor of this world lets in- 
numerable creatures die of want. It is by let- 
ting some die that He teaches others to live, 
and we have no right to interfere with His 
rangements. 

Those who believe that Saul of Tarsus was 
inspired should remember that he says, He 
who will not work, neither shall he eat. The 
sentence compensates by its wisdom for much 
in his epistle that is not very wise. He must 
have meant that the man who refuses to main- 
tain his own life by honest industry shall be 
left to die at his leisure; and if he meant that 
his children should be fed it must have been 
after they were separated from him. 

But *“‘manhood guffrage, having once been 

ted, cannot be takeg back.“ Why? Has 
? Is there a majori- 
ty of tramps and loafers—a majority of irre- 
sponsible men—in any city of this Union? Cer- 
tainly not! Then why do not the majority of 
taxpayers unite and take away the franchise 
from the taxeaters? To do this they must first 
come to believe it can and ought to be done, 
and to this belief they are being brought by a 
very rough road. 

There must be enough honest men in any 


city to disfranchise convicted felons and va- 


grants; to say that no man once convicted of 
felony shall ever again vote at any election, 
city, State, or Nationa), and this would bea 
long step in advance of where we now are. 

But the point we need most to reach is a full 
understanding that in municipal elections there 
is no question of any man's right to life, liber- 
ty, or the pursuit of happiness. No issue is in- 
volved save that of levying and distributing 
taxes. The lives of citizens are in the care of 
the State, which reguiates, or ought to regu- 
ete, all questions of education. 


Municipal government is so nearly akin to 


the management of a farm, a manufacturing 
company, or a railroad that it is difficult to see 
why there should be any material difference in 
the mode. If the men who have no property in- 
terest in a city must control the property of 
the city, why should not farm-laborers, work-

The remedy for existing evils is, first to con- 
vince the people that they can and must be 
remedied; then appeal to the whole people of 
each State for general laws on Municipal Gov- 
ernment—laws by which no one but the own- 
ers of property, the business men and women, 
those having a permanent stake in the welfare 
of the city, shall have a vote in its Govern- 
ment. 

Tt is no matter whether a man isa native or 
a foreigner, if he owns property or pays a cer 
tain rental he should have a vote in municipal 
affairs. In such franchise sex should be ig- 
nored. A woman who owns property and pays 
taxes on it has as much right as a man to vote 
on the use to be made of those taxes. One 
who carries on any business and pays a license 
should have a voice in municipal affairs; 
every one should have a number of votes ex- 
actly corresponding to the amount of his or her 
taxes. 

There should be no provision for paupers 
save through public taxation; and each benevo- 
lent person orfamily should find some one or 
more persons or families whom they could as- 
sist in all troubles, and with whom they could 
and would bave personal relations of sympathy 
and friendship. et 

Benevolent associations are cunning inven- 
tions for creating and maintaining two classes 
of rogues: First, the paid agents of such as- 
sociations, who always get the lion's share of 
the funds and are trained in roguery and cru- 
elty by the exercise of irresponsible power; 
second, the beneficiaries, who are relieved from 
the necessity of self-support, . degraded, and 
trained inarts of subserviency and falsehood. 
The more benevolent associations, the more 
official rogues—the more manufactured paupers 
and criminals. There is no other business in 
which middle men are more at war with the 
best interests of society than in the distribu- 
tion of alms. 

It is doubtful if the history of crime fur- 
nishes a parallel to the enormities perpetrated 
on the helpless by the paid agents of institu- 
tions established and maintained in the name 
of Christian charity, while nothing in this coun- 
try compares in despotism to the management 
of most and of some esteemed the best of them. 

No one is so entirely beyond the reach of 
human help, of human sympathy, as most 
of the beneficiaries of benevolent institutions, 
which are generally corrupters of- publie mor- 
ais as well as siphons to draw the dangerous 


classes from the rural districts to city slums. 


Alms should go directly from the hand of the 
giver to that of the receiver, and if all well-to- 
do folks would take a humane interest in their 
employés it is difficult to see how there could 
be much undeserved suffering from want; but 
for cases where the indigent are su y 
alms, they should be under the care of officers 
elected by those who pay the tax rs 
whose deeds are constantly open to inspection 
by rivals who want their places. A 

I join labor associations and municipal cor- 
ruption because they are twin branches of the 


same upas tree—a false estimate of the rela- 


tive value of brain and muscle labor. The 
man who scrapes streets has as much power to 
levy taxes as he who plans the best buildings 
of a.city, because, forsooth, labor is the capi- 
tal of the world!“ From all we can learn of 
the origin of the world, its capital stock was all 
subscribed and paid in before there was a la- 
borer in it. The hills and plains were clothed 
with forests and herbage; the earth, air, and 
waters stocked with animals, birds, and fish; 
the mines ful} of mineral wealth; and the 
mountains piled upas the reservoirsof streams 
long before man appeared to work destruction. 
Labor, properly applied, is the means by which 
the wealth of the world is adapted to human 
needs; but to make this application the hand 
must be controlled by the head—the worker 
must be under the direction of the thinker, 
just as the hand is guided by the head. 

Wild land contributes little toward the sup- 
ply of human wants,and the best trained muscle 
of the savage barely suffices to support muscu- 
lar life. It is the thinking brain which brings 
together the wealth of inanimate and muscle and 
makes the wilderness into fruitful farms and 
populous cities. Unemployed muscle is like 
swamp land, which produces nothing but dis- 
ease, and the men of muscle who lack brains 
for its useful employment are simply the hands 
and feet of the body politic, to be used and 


cared for by the thinking head and throbing. 
heart 


As a man can live and prosper witb- 
out hands or feet, so a State could live and 
prosper without one merely manual! laborer. 
Those men who cannot employ themselves,can- 
not plan and direct their own labot,should hon- 
estly accept the places assigned them by Nat- 
ure. Feet would not look well or be comfort- 
able in plug bats, and heads were not meant to 
wear hobnail shoes. But the claim is that when 
a man selis his labor he alone must reap 
The head must draw 
no sustenance from the work of the hand, even 
though the hand must rot in idleness if not set 
in motion by the head. 

It is said that France owes ber prosperity to 
the skill with which ber artisans add to the 
value of raw material. A French woman will 
take a yard of ribbon, tie a knot in it, and so 
add 50 per cent to its value. Now, should that 
added value go to the woman who tied the knot 
or to the man who made the ribbon? Then, as 
the ribbon was worth more than the raw 
silk from which it was made, should this added 
value go to the ribbon maker or to him who 
raised the raw silk? 

The labor of what is called a workingman is 
to him and the world utterly useless, it not 
worse, until he find for itan employer. Then 
shall the value given to it by that employer 


accrue to the laborer alone? Would be unfair 


that one-half, or even two-thirds, of the entire 
value of employed labor should go tothe em- 
ployer without whom it is simply valueless? 

Andrew Carnagie hopes that the time is com- 
ing when the laborer will share directly in the 
profits of his labor. What does he mean? Are 
not the wages paid to any man for labor done 
in any business a direct share in the profits of 
that business? Do not all his employés share 
directly in the profits of his business? And what 
would become of nine-tenths of the 4,000 if he 
should close his mills? How many of them 
have been doing as he did when selling news- 
papers in Pittsburg—i. e., making themselves 
indispensable to employers, laying up pennies, 
and denying themselves luxuries that they may 
have provision for the future? ~~ 

Those who think my case of John Burns and 
Frank Watson impossible or Overdrawn are re- 
ferred to this firm of iron-pestéra, When 
friend, the widow Carnagie, was working with 
her skillful hands and planning with her culti- 
vated Scotch brain to bring up her two boys to 
habits of industry and economy there were in 
Pittsburg boys not afew who rode ponies, 
bullied servants, and spent thousands of dollars 
in luxurious -indulgence who have since 
felt personally aggrieved by the success of the 
Carnagies, and have planned and plotted, and 
stirred ignorant workmen to prefer idieness 
and vagabondism to labor which must bene- 
fit the rivals they envy. 

All over this land the Frank Watsons are 
eating the John Burnses just as Colorudo beetles 
eat potato-vines. It is cunning, vicious, envi- 
ous idiers who are most engaged in making 
labor troubles and plotting manicipal frauds, 
and those are about their only articles of man- 
ufacture. 

It the Burnses—the men who work with brain 
and hand tourteen or sixteen hours every 
twenty-four, and find empléyment for those 
who cannot employ themsely not arise 
in their might and say to the mud-dragon, 
“Thus far, but no farther!” they had better

[The Rev. Dr. Marquis admits that the Greek 
copies of the Old Testament contained the 
Apocryphal books, but contends that Paul 
knew which books were Apocryphal and which 
were not. The canon, he says, was substan- 
tially” the same then among educated Hebrews 
as it is now among educatea Presbyterians. 
The word substantially is important here. 
It refers exclusively to the Old Testament, 
though the claim of inspiration is made 
more strenuously for the New Testament 


than for the Old, and is quite as 


valiantly asserted on behalf of the 
books which Paul had never seen as for the 
“epistles”’ which he wrote to his Christian 
friends for which he never made the claim of 
„inspiration.“ The word inspiration,“ by 
the way, occurs only twice in the Bible and 
only once in the sense in which it is used in the 
famous passage in Timothy. 

There are many passages in the Old Testa- 
ment which begin Thus saith the Lord,“ or 
“The Lord spake unto Moses saying.“ ete. 
Paul, in common with all devout Hebrews, un- 
doubtedly believed these to be the inspired words 
of God. But we shall demand better evidence 
than the Rev. Dr. Margius has yet produced or 
can produce to make us believe that Paul in- 
tended to assert that all the Old Testament was 
divinely inspired. The the histe- 
ries, the poems, the drama of the Bible cannot 
be helped or hurt by any kind of inspiration ex- 
cept that which all works of genius 
possess. If a is correct, 
what need has it of inspiration? if it 
is incorrect, how can it be ingpired? Can there 
be such a whigf leads men 


astray? The beautiful story of Ruth, matoh- 
less as it is in all litergture, need not have been 


written by thé Créator of the Universe. The 
poem commonly spoken of as the Book of Job, 


the origin of which is so ancient that even the 


nativity of the author is unknown, inculcates 
no moral which the pagan writers had not dis- 


covered and announced. The history of the 


Jews is in part‘a reeord of sinful and shameful 
deeds, and if it is true no inspiranon can change 
it for better or worse. History, to be worthy 
of the name, must be true; and then whether 
it is inspired or not is immaterial. 

Now let us see what justice there is in Dr. 
Marquis’ claim that the context gives the 
new version the same meaning as the old.

of God,” ete. We cannot safely rest the 
doctrine of inspiration on à parenthesis. The 
importance of this passage in Timothy hereto- 
fore has always consisted in the fact that it 
made Paul distinctly set up the claim of inspira- 
tion for all Scripture. The new version merely 
makes him say that such Scripture as God has 
inspired, whatever it may be, is profitable 
a complete truism. We should think careful 
professors of theology would not care to base 
an important doctrine on the casual remark of 
a pious man in a letter to a friend. 

Dr. Marquis and hia friends of the old school 
are doing a positive injury to the cause of 
true Christianity by making these excessive 
claims of literal inspiration for all the Script- 
ures. They cannot make it so by saying it is 
so, nor can they force laymen to believe that 
the theological seminaries are trustworthy 
sources of information on all questions of 
Biblical interpretation. The seminaries differ 
among themselves too much for that; and when 
we have once seen the Doctors of Divinity hack 
and bew the Scriptures, and appeal to the

That internal energy which in the experiences of 
the primitive man was always the immediate ante- 
cedent of change wrought by him—thaé energy 
which, when interpreting external changes, he 
thought of along with those attributes of a human 
personality connecting it with himself—is the same 
energy which, freed from anthropomorphic accom- 
paniments, is now figured as the cause of all ex- 
ternal phenomena.

SCIENTIFIC PROGRESS A TRANSFIGURATION OF 


NATURE. 
Under one of its aspects. scientific p is a 
ual of Nature. Where ordi- 


grad 
nary perception saw perfect simplicity it reveais 
great complexity; where there seemed absolute in- 
ertness it discloses intense activity; and in what 
appears mere vacancy it finds a marvelous play 
of forces. Each generation of physicists dis- 
covers in 80-called * brute matter 
powers which, but a few years before, 
the most instructed physicists would have thought 
incredible; as instance the ability of a mere iron 
plate to take up the complicated aerial vibrations 
produced by articulate speech which, translated 
into multitudinous and varied electric pulses, are 
retransiated a thousand miles off by another iron 
plate and again heard as articulate speech. When 
the explorer of nature sees that, quiescent as they 
appear, surrounding solid bodies are thus sensitive 
to torces which are infinitesimal in their amounts 
—when the spéectroseope proves to him that mole- 
cules on the earth pulsate in harmony with mole- 
cules in the stars—when there is forced on him the 
inference that every pointin space thrilis with an 
nfinity of vibrations passing through it in all di- 
the conception to which he tends is much 
less that of a universe of dead matter than that of 
auniverse everywhere alive—alive, if notin the 
restricted sense, still in a general sense. 


SCIENCE ENLARGING THE SPHERE FOR RE- 
LIGIOUS SENTIMENT. 


While the beliets to which analytic science thus 
leads are such as do not destroy the object matter 
Of religion, but simply transfigure it, science under 
ite concrete forms enlarges the sphere for religious 
sentiment. From the very beginning the progress 
of knowledge has been accompanied by an in- 
creased capacity for wonder. It is not the rustic, 
nor the artisan, nor the trader, who sees something 
more than a mere matter of course in the hatching 
of a chick; but it is the biologist, who, pushing to 
the uttermost his analysis of vital phenomena, 
reaches his greatest perplexity when a speck of 
protoplasm under the microscope shows him life in 
its simplest form, and makes him feel that how-. 
ever he formulates its processes the actual play of 
forces remains unimaginable. Neither in the or- 
dinary tourist nor in the deer-stalker climb- 
ing the mountains above him des a  high- 
land gien rouse ideas beyond those of 
sport or of the picturesque; but it may, and often 
does, in the geologist. He, observing that the 


' glacier-rounded rock he sits on has lost by weather- 


ing but half an inch of its surface since a time far 
more remote than the beginnings of human civiliza- 
tion, and then trying to conceive the slow denudation 
which has cut out the whole valley, has thoughts 
of time and of power to which they are strangers. 
Nor is it in the primitive people who supposed that 
the heavens rested on the mountain-tops, any 
more than in the modern inheritors of their cos- 
mogony who repeat that ‘‘the heavens declare the 
glory of God.“ that we find the large conceptions of 
the universe or the greatest amount of wonder ex- 
cited by contemplation of it. Rather, it is the as- 
tronomer who.sees in the sun a mass so vast that 
even into one of his spots our earth might be 
plunged without touching its edges; and who, by 
every finer telescope, is shown an increased multi- 
tude of such suns, many of them far larger. 


THIS SENTIMENT TO BE RAISED. 


Hereafter, as heretofore, higher faculty and 
deeper insight will raise rather lower this 
sentimens. At present the most powerful and 
most instructed mind has neither the knowledge 
nor the capacity required for symbolizing in 
thought the totality of things. Occupied with one 
or other division of nature, the man of science 
usually goes not know enough of the other divis- 
ions evén rudely to conceive the extent and com- 
Ss of their phenomena; and supposing him to 

ave adequate knowledge of each, yet he is unable 
to think of them as awhole. Wider and stronger 
intellect may hereafter help him to form a vague 
cohsciousness of them in their totality. We may 
say that just as an undeveloped musical faculty, 
able only to appreciate a simpie melody, cannot 
grasp the iously-entangled passages and har- 
monies of a symphony, which in the minds of com- 
poser and conductor are unified into involved mu- 
sical effects awakening far greater feeling than is 
possible to the musically uncultured, so, by fut- 
ure more evolved intelligences, the course of 
things now apprehensibie only in parts may be ap- 
prehensible all together, with an accompanying 
feeling as much beyond that of the present cult- 
ured man as his feeling is beyond that of the sav- 


age. 

And this feeling is not likely to be decreased but 
to be increased by that analysis of knowledge 
which, while forcing him to agnosticism, yet con- 
tinually prompts him to imagine some solution of 
the great enigma which he knows cannot be solved. 
Especially must this be so when he remembers 
that the very notions—beginbing and end, cause 
and purpose—are relative notions to the 
human thought which are probably irrelevant to 
the ultimate reality transcending human thought; 
and when, though suspecting that explanation is a 
word without meaning when applied to this ulti- 
mate reality, he yet feels compelied to think there 
must be an explanation. 

But amid the mysteries which become the 
more mysterious the more they are thought about 
there will remain the one absolute certainty that

AN ATTACK ON SPENCER—THE “ CARPENTER” 

THEORY OF CREATION, 


Loxpox, Jan. 21.—Sir Edmund Beckett, 
Bart., Q. C., delivered an address today before 
the Victoria Philosophical Institute. There was 
a large attendance, and the speaker made a 
profound impression by his arraignment of 
Herbert Spencer’s theory of evolution. 


From advance sheets of Sir Edmund Beck- 
ett’s address received today the following ex- 
tracts are made: 

Darwin founded all his conclusi whether they 
are all right or not—on the largest induction from 
facts that he could make; and perhaps no philo- 
sopher ever took more pains to investigate them in 
so many directions throughout Nature. The other 
kind of evolutionary philosophy is entirely differ- 
ent in ite mode of p ; and all its conclu- 
sions simply come to this: at the law of Nature 


fessed by every religion that is or ever has bee. 
however else they differ, Nay, Mr. Spencer him. 
self is as irreligtous and absurd in that respect as 
the believers in Jupiter, or Mormon, or Mumbo 
Jumbo, for he professes to know all the functions 
of his Supreme Reality and Power—viz.: that it 
works in us,“ and made and maintains, and 
tically is, persistent or indestructible, but tra 
formable force, and nothing else. We profess to 
know no more of our Supreme Power than it has 
told us. Mr. Spencer professes to know everything 
by the light of his own intellect. Which, then, is 
the most “ irreligious and absurd,“ according to his 
own dictum? 

Sir Edmund Beckett then proceeds to consider at 
length Mr. Spencer’s philosophical work, and draws 
the following conclusion: ‘ 

“Whichever end we begin at in our reasoning, 
whether at Mr. Spencer’s ‘Unknowable and Per- 
sistent Force,’ or the latest phenomena of tre 
present world, we are eqaally landed in some con- 
fessedly ‘incomprehensible’ process, er one 
which no possible physical cause can be discove 
or invented, or suggested in intelligible languag 
with any rational probability. What does that 
mean, except that the final cause or agent must be 
above physical, or supernatural, or at any rate 
what Newton called ‘immaterial’? Indeed, Mr. 
Spencer calls his prime cause an ‘immaterial real- 
ity,’ which is practically the same thing, bearing in 
mind that he will never use other people's phrases. 
Only he denies that his immaterial agent does any- 
thing except maintain. indestructible force and 
work in us,’ whatever he means by that. Whether 
he means anything or nothing, both those phrases 
leave the problem: of cosmogony as unexplained 
and as incomprehensible as if he had simply and 
dogmatically said: ‘The world made itself by per- 
sistent foree, and that is all we know about, and 
therefore there was, and is, no designing Creator.’ 

THE “ MODESTY OF OMNISCIENCE.” 


“I promised to say a word before I finished 
about fils nickname of the ‘carpenter theory of 
creation’ for ours, which is, no doubt, calculated 
to please those who do not want to see through ite 
absurdity, or to remember that carpenters neither 
make nor alter the nature of their materials, and 
much less produce their results by making general 
laws for causing bits of wood to grow of themselves 
into chairs or tables, besides other very obvious 
differences below the notice of a snythetic unifier 
of all knowledge. And if the nickname were as 
good as it is bad, itis only the Spencerian appro- 
priation of the epithet, ‘anthropomorphic,’ which 
had often been applied before by materialists to 
the creative To say nothing of its being 
wrong etymologically (for no theory imputes the 
form of man to God), it practically means this: 
Men have some intelligence, foresight, and in- 
ventive power, and some gradually increasing 
scientific and mathematical knowledge. Our Crea- 
tor has infinitly more of ali these things, and om- 
nipotence besides. Therefore the creative theory 
assumes a God like men. If such nonsense wants 
making more evident by illustration, here is one: 
Frogs have some intelligence, foresight, locomotive 
power, and will and knowledge how to maintain 
themselves and their species, to avoid certain dan- 
gers, and generally to gain the objects of their life. 
Therefore, attributing those fame powers in a 
much higher degree, with many others, to man, is 
a batrachomorphic theory of human nature. That is 
just as good logic as the other, and as the Spencer- 
ian philosophy of creation from beginning to end. 
And if the old theory of a designed creation is only 
maintained (as he says) ‘in the pride of ignor- 
ance,’ I suppose the rejection of it for undesigned 
and ‘unfathomable mysteries’ of self-transform- 
ing forces and self-generated properties of matter, 
and of effects without causes, is the modesty of |: 
omnisctence.

The Real Attitude of Modern Science 
Toward Religion. 

New York Sun: Mr. Charles A. Watts is the 
editor of a London publication called the Ag- 
nostic Annual, which he means to make “ a text 
book of modern thought and philosophical re- 
search,“ but which is really a magazine of the 
most iconoclastic free thought in respect to 
all things religious. He wanted to get a good 
start for his first number, and in order to do 
this he addressed a letter to several prom- 
inent men, propounding three questions: 
First, whether, in their opinion, Agnosticism 
is in accord with modern science; secondly, 
what is the special relation of Agnosticism to 
popular theology; and thirdly, whether, in the 
belief of the person interrogated, Agnosticism 
to supplant religious superuatural- 


Here is what the President of the Royal So- 
ciety of London—the most distinguished body 
of scientific men in Great Britain, if not in the 
world—has. to say concerning the effect of 
scientifie criticism upon existing systems of 
religion: 

Some twenty years ago, or thereabouts, I invent- 
ed the word Agnostic to denote people who, like 
myself, confess themselves to be hopélesly ig- 
norant concerping a variety of matters, about 
which metaphysicians and theologians, both ortho- 
dox and heterodox, dogmatise with the utmost 
confidence; and it has been a source of some 
amusement to me to watch the gradual acceptance 
of the term and its correlate, Agnosticism (I think 
the Spectator first adopted and popularized both), 
until now Agnostics are assuming the position of 3 
recognized sect, and Agnosticism is honored by 
especial obloquy og the part of the orthodox. Thus 
it will be seen that I havea sort of patent right in 
Agnostic (it is my trade-mark); and I am entitled 
to say that I can state authentically what was 
originally meant by Agnosticism. Whatother peo- 
ple may understand by it by this time I do not 
know. If a General Council of the Church Agnostic 
were held very likely I should be condemned as a 
heretic. But I speak only for myself in endeavor- 
ing to answer these questions: 0

A FOREIGN dispatch states that the new 
French loan. will amount to 350,000,000 
francs (872,000, 000). It adds significantly: 
** Measures have been taken to prevent ficti- 
tious subscriptions. Large financial firms 
will be allowed to subscribe en bloc, but will 
not be allowed to present a list of nominal 
subscribers. The budget for 1885 will ex- 
ceed that for 1884 by 80,000,000 francs. The 
Ministry are endeavoring to ascertain what 
reductions are possible.” The increase in 
the French debt means an increase in prof- 
ligate expenditure. It does not represent legit- 
imate demands of the Republic or an increase 
in population, for that is well-nigh stationary.

CITY GOVERNMENT. 
It is becoming more and more evident with 


added experience that municipal government 7 


in great cities overflowing with loose and for- 
eign population is the most perplexing problem 
of the American system. The management of 
local affairs involves the protection of person 
and property, the guarantee of individual 
rights not only in the exercise thereof but 
against encroachment from outside, and the 
personal comforts and advantages. which are 
expected trom codperation and community. 
The control of communal! affairs is necessarily 


| vested in delegated agents, who are restricted 


by certain genera] rules or laws. When these 
agents are corrupt and derelict the only rem- 
edy is to discharge them and appoint others. 
But under the popular form of municipal 
government the removing and appointing 
power is reposed in a majority of the popu- 
lace within the limits of the municipality. 
This majority is divided into political dis- 
tricts, which select separately and independ- 
ently the members of a Common Council, 
which then acts as a body for the entire com- 
munity. | 
It is the habit of those classes which own 
the bulk of the property, manage the great 
business enterprises, and pay the bulk of the 
taxes to locate in congenial neighborhoods, 
and they thus control by large majorities 
perhaps one-third of the wards and designate 
one-third of the members of the Municipal 
Legislature. The other two-thirds of that 
body are appomted by voters among whom 
the responsible citizens are in a hopeless mi- 
nority. In two-thirds of the wards of Chi- 
cago, for instance, it cannot be doubted that 
a majority of the voters are either indifferent 
to the character of the Aldermen for honesty 
and integrity or actually in sympathy with 


. the extravagance and corruption in the Coun- 


cil which result in € inter- 
est, and in the plundering of the taxpayers, 
and ina reckless distribution of the public: 
moneys. The proletariat unquestionably re- 
gard the property-owners and employing 
classes as legitimate prey, and have no con- 


majority of the voters in a majority of the 
wards than the Alderman who devotes him- 
self to the good of the community and the 
interests of the city. The scandals about 
blackmail, altho universally. believed to be 
true, make no impression upon the class of 
voters to which we refer, and the corrupt 
Alderman has a far better chance for reBlec- 
tion than an honest competitor if he has in- 
gratiated himself with the „workers,“ and 
bummers, saloonists, and hoodlums. 

All this being true, what does it avail to 
“ appeal to the people” periodically, as the 
newspapers and the leaders of public opinion 


be expected from the recurrent efforts to 
arouse the masses? What reform can be ob- 
tained in a system where the irresponsible 
and criminal classes, localized in separate 
political groups, control the election of a 
majority of the City Fathers? 


EMOTIONAL INSANITY RUN MAD. 
There are cases where a jury acting under 
an overwhel:ning social pressure finds it im- 


man who redresses social wrongs which are 
beyond the jurisdiction of the courts by 
bringing in a verdict of emotional insanity as 
the only avenue of escape from its duty un- 
der the law to bring in a verdict of murder 
or manslaughter. But there are cases where 
the emotional-insanity plea may be very se- 
riously strained, and even carried to a point 
where it becomes ridiculous. 

This is peculiarly illustrated in the Rowell- 
Lynch ease, which has recently been tried at 
Batavia, N. T. In this case Rowell 
was the defendant, and he stood charged with 
killing John Lynch, whom he suspected of 
illicit intimacy with his wife. One Palmer 
was the Iago of the case, but he surpassed 
Shakspeare’s villain in infamy. The testi- 
mony showed that Palmer first insinuated 
suspicions in Rowell’s mind as to his wife’s 
infidelity. He had access to Rowell’s apart- 
ments, and he improved the opportunity to 
open Mrs. Rowell’s letters, as well as tele- 
grams, in order to work up evidence against 
her. He then conceived a plan of punish- 
ment for Lynch, which was to humiliate 
him, by surprising him in Rowell’s house, 
stripping him of his clothes, turning him 
out of doors to face a crowd of persons who 
were to be invited to witness the spectacle, 
and then to distribute his belongings broad- 
cast among his friends. Rowell accepted the 
plan; but when it came to the execution he 
exceeded his instructions, for he finally fired 
at him with a pistol, and, missing his aim, 
killed him with a stocking filled with lead. 

Rowell was acquitted upon the ground of 
emotional insanity, and the dispatches state 
that he received an ovation at a public hotel, 
and great enthusiasm was displayed in the 
community, while Palmer, who had wrought 
all the mischief, came near being mobbed. 
After it was found that he had sneaked away 
he was hanged in effigy. There is scarcely a 
feature of the crime that is not repugnant. It 
is undeniable that Rowell was a weak man, 
easily played upon by such a knave as 
Palmer, and it is hard to have sympathy with 
aman who is not manly enough to redress 
his own wrongs man-fashion, but must in- 
trigue with a sneak and eavesdropper to get 
evidence against his wife and revenge him- 
self upon his victim. But whatever may 
have been his weakness, it is carrying the 
emotional insanity a little too far to give such 
a man the benefit of it after he had been en- 
gaged for weeks in laying his plot, nor was 
it commendable on the part of the people of 
Batavia to make him the object of pop- 
ular ovations and treat him as a 
hero. One does not wonder that they 
felt like mobbing Palmer and hanged him in 
effigy, for a more loathsome character it 
would be difficult to conceive. He was the 
real author of the crime. Rowell was but a 
tool in his hands to avenge personal wrongs 
with which he (Palmer) had no concern. It 


is only remarkable that he was not arrested 


and tried as particeps criminis. In all its 
aspects the case is a disgusting one, but 
where is the real remedy ? Who is to make 
good the failure of law to reach such cases ? 


Cannot our students of social economy or our 


lawgivers devise such relations of the law 
to oe of this character as will obviate the 
necessity of the plea of emotional insanity, 
which, as shown in the Rowell-Lynch case, 
may become palpably, though hopelesly, 
ridiculous ? 


THE DESTITUTE RICH. 

By one of those common impulses that 
sweep periodically over the face of society 
every one with a taste for philanthropy is 
turning to do something for the destitute 
poor. The bitter cry of outcast London has 


to united effort to provide better homes for 
their poor. The recent publication of the 
state of things in the Newsboys’ Home of 
this city, compared with what is done in New 
York by the Children’s Aid Society, has had 
the good result of inducing a number of our 
noble-hearted women to undertake to estab- 
lish a home for the waifs of our streets. 
Manual-training schools are being started all 
over the country to teach the boys how to 
earn their living if need be by honest toil. 
There is one class whose sore needs are 


completely overlooked by this outburst of 


philanthropy, and yet it is the class of all 
most helpless and most a hand to 
be outstretched in its behalf. It is not to be 
found among the poor. This class belongs 
to the destitute rich, and it is the most desti- 
tute part of the destitute rich—the daughters 
of the well-to-do and wealthy. a 
How destitute these girls are! They have 


‘Money, good clothes, a few smatterings of 


things in books and music, but of the real 
acquisitions that make a woman a help to 
herself and to those about her able to do 


little things in the kitchen or great things in 


the sick-room—how little they have 

These girls are most of them destined for 
matrimony, and yet they are almost utterly 
ignorant of all the details of housekeeping. 
Their education has not, as Chinese educa- 
tion does, cramped the feet with which they 
promenade the sidewalks, pass from counter 
to counter of the fashionable dry-goods and 
millinery and jewelry stores, or thread the 
mazes of the waltz, assuming that they be- 
long to the comparatively rude 
that has not yet been refined to the point of 
rejecting the dance as being too much like 
fun and too physical to be really in good 
form,” but it has dwarfed their other means 
of locomotion. 

These girls have no feet that can take 
them to the bread-pan, or cook-stove, or the 
broom, or the vegetable or meat market, or 
the sewing-room, and, worst of all, the nurse- 
ry. They expect their fathers to understand 
thoroughly the business that supplies the 
bank account that enables them to have done 
for them all the things not one of which they 
can do for themselves. Still more, they in- 
sist that the young men they marry shall 
know all the details of their business. This 
demand that the husband shall be an expert 
in the business from which runs the golden 
spring that nourishes the elegant inefficiency 
of the fashionable wife of the period is not

across. William Morris, the English poet, 
whose sympathetic heart has been so affected 
by the misery of the poor overgrowing the 
prosperity of England as the mistletoe covers 
and kills its oaks that he has abandoned the 
luxury of versemaking for the sterner work 
of reform agitation, declares that the modern 
well-to-do classes, reposing as they do on the 
labor of the workers beneath them, are sinking 
into a condition of helplesness more dangerous 
and more dishonorable than even that of the 
Roman patricians or the French nobility be- 
fore the French Revolution. Granted that 
this is the exaggeration of an excitable poetic 
sensibility, it will be hard for our girls to 
deny that it is true of them, even if it be not 
true of their brothers and fathers, who do 
perform some of the world’s work. 

It is time that sympathy for the helpless 


half of the destitute should do something for 
the destitute rich girl of our American civili- 
zation. Tho they have good looks and fine 
clothes, yet are they poor. They are ushered 
into womanhood without being given the re-

THE BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 

The session of the British Parliament 
which will begin Tuesday promises to be one 
of the most exciting and interesting in the 
history of that great legislative body. The 
speeches delivered during the recess by the 
Tory and Ministerial orators all point to acri- 
monious debate, stubborn, stolid resistance 
to radical measures of reform on the one side, 
and a fixed determination to overcome such 
resistance on the other side. The Tories 
have already given notice of battle. Their 
attack will be directed against two points at 
which the Government party is weakest—its 
attitude on the Bradlaugh question and its 
Egyptian policy. Mr. Gladstone, however, 
may decline to accept the Tory challenge, 
preferring to wait for future developments 
which may tend to strengthen his position. 
The Bradlaugh business is a purely personal 
matter, and the Egyptian difficulty is an in- 
heritance from the last Tory Administration, 

The main interest during the session will 
be concentrated on the reform measures 
which the Liberals have semi-officially an- 
nounced they will introduce. These embrace 
an extension of the suffrage so as to give all 
householders in Great Britain and Ireland 
the voting privilege; the establishment of 
elective County Boards; the abolition of the 
gormandizing guilds, vestries, and close cor- 
porations of the City of London, and the es- 
tablishment of a real system of municipal 
government in their stead. There will also 
be many reformatory measures of minor im- 
portance, such as Chamberlain’s proposed 
shipping bill, local option bills, and so forth. 

The great fight of the session will be over 
the Franchise bill, which the Government 
propose to make the chief measure of the 
session. The Tories have already given no- 
tice of bitter opposition. Mr. Chamberlain 
and the section of the Liberals who act with 
him have been educating the masses to the 
point where they will not tolerate obstruc- 
tion or delay as far as this reform is con- 
cerned. The ground of Tory opposition will 
be that the time is not ripe for the course 
recommended by Mr. Chamberlain; that the 
agricultural laborers are illiterate and would 
misuse their political power; that to adopt a 
franchise measure unaccompanied by a scheme 
of distribution wauld be a leap in the dark; 
and that to include Ireland in the measure 
would be to endanger the peace of the Em- 
pire and practically to disfranchise Irish 
loyalists and make way for the admission of 
a dangerous obstructive element into the Par- 


is a stock one with the Tories. It is stale, 
and will hardly need exhaustive replies; the 
second is a mere resort of expedient poli- 
ticians. The anti-Irish argument will 
be the most powerful. But the Lib- 
erals will meet this by the statement 
that if Ireland is to be treated as a 
part of the United Kingdom it should be 
treated as the other portions, England, Scot- 
land, and Wales, and that withholding rights 
from Irishmen will hardly prevent the acces- 
sion of a large number of recruits to the 
power of the aggressive Irish element in Par- 
liament. The Tories apparently do not hope 
for success for their schemes of opposition in 
the Commons. They will adopt a policy of 
obstructive delays. But, as Sir Charles Dilke 
said recently at Birmingham, the franchise 
measure must necessarily be brief and sim- 
ple.” It will be passed through the Com- 
mons despite all the ingenuity of Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill and his friends early in the 
session, and sent to the Lords. That body 
may reject it or so amend it that the Commons 
would not concur. Lord Salisbury’s recent 
speeches tend to create that impression. He 
and his friends may hope by such a course to 
force a dissolution. From Herbert Glad- 
stone’s speeches, which are supposed to be in- 
spired by his father, and the replies of Lib- 
eral members to the queries of the editor of 
the Pali Mall Gazette, it is clear that this 
scheme of the Tories will fail. The Com- 
mons will proceed with the other reforma- 
tory measures, the autumn extra session will 
probably be called, the franchise meas- 
ure will be again introduced and passed 
through the representative branch, and

It has just 
finished up a job whereby the public interests 
were bartered off for $100,000 paid to indi- 
vidual Aldermen. During the last year sev- 
eral schemes of a similar character have been 
worked out, and others are still under nego- 
tiation. As the time for making the annual 
appropriations approaches there is an in- 
trigue for a multiplication of official places 
and an increase of salaries in a period of de- 
pression, when all prudent men are impressed 
with the necessity for retrenching. The 
practice is to exhaust the limit of taxation as 
fixed by the State law, and then sell out pub- 


lic franchises and privileges for private gain. 


The public is plundered and outraged. But 
what hope is there for changing this deplora- 
ble condition of things at the next election? 
In April the terms of one-half the present 
Aldermen expire. But the people who are 
disposed to resent and vote against the pre- 
vailing corruption cannot control the election 
of more than five or six out of the eighteen 
Aldermen to be selected. In the other 


twelve or thirteen cases it is morally certain 


turned, or that new men of the same char- 
acter will be selected in their places. 3 

What is to be done about it? 

The question does not apply to the next 
election of Aldermen nor to any election un- 
der the existing system. The honest senti- 
ment of the city will protest in vain under 
prevailing methods. It cannot wipe out nor 
overcome the dishonesty and indifference 
which possess a majority of the voters ina 
majority of the wards. The question opens 
up a broader field of discussion. It implies 
some new system of municipal government 
which shall either contract the popular in- 
fluence in municipal élections or extend the 
general control of city affairs to a larger body 
of people—the State. If the supremacy of 
the irresponsible classes be unavoidable un- 
der the present system, then it will be safer 
to intrust the management of the cities to a 
majority of non-residents, who will have no 
selfish or class interests in encouraging ex- 
travagance or condoning corruption. The 
best system ever devised for the Capital of 
the Nation is a commission appointed by the 
President and immediately responsible to him 
for its conduct. The time is not far distant 
when the property interests and the intelli- 
gence of the people will agitate a similar sys- 
tem for the government of our large cities— 
acommission appointed by the Governor of 
the State and responsible through him to 
whole people. 


Ir the cotton operatives of Fall River 
strike against the reduction of wages just an- 
nounced by their employers, as it now seems 
likely that they will do, we recommend them 
to spend part of the abundant leisure they 
will thus gain in discussing among themselves 
the share of prosperity which is brought 
them by protective taxation. Cotton manu- 
factures are protected by the tariff about 40 
per cent. The manufacturers of that indus- 
try send their representatives to Washington 
to demand a high tariff on consumers in or- 
der, they declare, that they may be able to 
pay high wages. But according to the state- 
ments made by Secretary Howard, of the 
Spinners’ Association, the manufacturers are 
many of them making good profits. The cut 
just ordered is the second of 10 per cent in 
the last two years. Outside of Fall River, 
in places where the operatives have not 
struck, the employers have struck against 
them. A number of prominent and extensive 
cotton mills have shut down to half time. A 
recent dispatch announces that the Columbian 
Manufacturing Company of Greenville, Mass., 
the Boston Duck Company, the Thorndike 
Mills, the Cordis Mill, the Palmer Mill, and 
the Otis Company of Palmer, Mass., the 
Warren Cotton Mills of Warren, Mass., 
manufacturing cotton duck, blue and brown 
denims, cheviot shirtings, and tickings, also 
the Nashua Cotton Mills of Nashua, N. H., 
manufacturing a fine grade of brown cottons, 
in consequence of the low prices prevailing, 
have begun to run on half time for an in- 
definit period, until the market so improves 
as to justify them in running full. How 
much good is high protection doing the men 
and women in these establishments ? 


A DETERMINED pressure is being brought 
to bear upon the Common Council to order 
the construction of viaducts in various parts 
of the city. There is something besides the 
lack of money which should suggest a resist- 
ance equally determined, Under the decis- 
ions of the courts the city is liable for any 
damages which sympathetic juries may award 
to owners of property contiguous to viaducts. 
Hence, even if the City Treasury were over- 
flowing with money, the construction of a 
viaduct would only be warranted after ascer- 
taining the full amount of damages which 
would be claimed as the result of such con- 
struction. The uniform answer for the 


building of a viaduct is, that it must be 

accompanied by a release from the own- 

ers of adjoining property of all claims 
for damages. As it is, there is 

reason to suspect that the very persons who 

are urging viaducts are doing so with a view 

to bleeding the city after the desired viaducts 

shall have been built. Let those who apply 
for viaducts present at the same time a writ- 
ten release of all individual claims for dam- 
ages not only on their own part but on behalf 
of all other interested property-owners. The 

people living or owning property in the neigh- 

bo of railroad crossings and bridge ap- 
proaches were not content until they pro- 
cured from the courts the outrageous rule to 

make the city pay damages for protecting the 

public safety; now let those who demand 

that protection release the city from the un- 

fair rule so far as they are concerned or fore- 

go the advantage and protection they demand 

at the hands of the city. 


Tue selection of Representative Payson, 
of this State, to present the report of the 
House Public Lands Committee in favor of 
the forfeiture of the Texas Pacific land-grant 
was a timely recognition of the zeal and in- 
extinguishable industry with which he has 
ever since his entrance into Congress sought 
to defend the interests of the people against 
the aggressions of the subsidized corpora- 
tions.

What Mette Wants. 

Mr. A. Mette, a saloonist, elected to the 
last Legislature by the Liquor-Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation in this city, and the sharpest antagonist 
of the Harper bill in the House, and who left 
nothing undone to defeat it while the funds of 
the L. D. A. held out, and who boasts that he got 
in some fine work,“ which, however, was not 
successful, for his guild at Springfield last year, 
in an interview with a Taru reporter Fri- 
day, said: 

The worst thing the saloonkeepers have to eon- 
tend with is not high license, but the Dramshop 
act. This is the most infamous outrage ever com- 
mitted on citizens of @ free country, because it 
makes a mana criminal whether he violates the 
law intentionally or not. Lam as much in favor as 
anybody of punishing severely the man who know- 
ingly entices children or drunkards to drink intox- 
icants, but I consider it an outrage to make a man 
responsible forsales of liquor he made in good 
faith himself, or which were made, against his in- 
structions, behind his back or during his absence, 
by his employés. 


Mr. Mette’s affectation of a desire that 


drunkards shall be punished is humbug. There 
is no possible chance that any innocent saloon- 
keeper will suffer through the enforcement of 
the Dramshop act. The offense must be proved 
to have been knowingly and willfully commit- 
ted to the satisfaction of a jury before guilt 
can be brought home to an accused party. The 
burden of proof lies with the prosecution. In 
a noted case tried before Judge Rogers in this 
city a few years ago the evidence against the 
saloonkeeper was strong and convincing, but 
the Judge charged that it must be proven 
that the saloonist knew that he was selling in- 


must be acquitted, and he was on that ground, 
and so have all others since against whom guilty 
knowledge is not overwhelmingly proven; so 
that Mette’s tirade against the Dramshop act is 
nonsense. 

It is probably true that at least one-fourth of 
the saloonists now doing business in this 
city knowingly violate the Dramshop act, feel- 
ing assured that they will escape the conse- 
quences ot their act through the lax adminis- 
tration of the law, the obstructive tactics of 
grand juries chosen by their friends on the 
County Board, and the difficulty of getting the 
av jury to convict a saloonkeeper of any 
kind. At any rate, the convictions ate few 
and are only secured in cases of the most ex- 
treme and offensive character. 

Mr. Mette’s characterization of the law as 
„the most infamous outrage ever committed 
on citizens of a free country”’ need not itself 
be characterized. No man of any degree of 
responsibility or with a true sense of duty as a 
citizen would have used such language. The 
law is just, humane, and moral. It was not 
intended to interfere with any class of citizens 
in the discharge of legitimate duties or in the 
conduct of any lawful business. It was not 
aimed at the better class of saloonkeepers. It 
was intended to be applied against the disrep- 
utable, greedy, sordid rascals who would sac- 
rifice young lives, lead hundreds and thousands 
of boys and girls into shame and orime, and 
send weak men with appetites for alcohol to 
drunkards’ graves for the sake of a few mis- 
erable dollars. A case was disposed of Friday 
in one of our city Police Courts which indicates 
the extent of the moral depravity which the 
act was intended to check and the utter venal- 
ity of the fellows whom Mr. Mette champions. 
The case is given as reported in a city paper: 
Patrick Hughes was sent to the House of Correc- 
tion on a $50 fine by Justice Foote today [Friday] in 
the hope of getting the whisky out of his system. 
His wife was the complainant. She says he is 
drunk all the time; that the children are compelled 
to sleep out at night, are dressed in rags, and d 
from consumption; that the furniture has been all 
broken, and the house would be a miserable excuse 
for a cow-shed. She characterized her husband as 
being a good man until a few years ago, when he 
acquired the habit of drink. The old man himself 


was anxious to go- somewhere, and said he desired 
to be better hereafter. 


There is not a saloonkeeper who sold a drink 
of whisky to the unfortunate wretch who did 
not know full well that he was an habitual drunk- 
ard, and they are morally responsible for his 
abject condition, the miserable character of his 
home, and his children being compelled to sleep 
out at night. They knew when they took his dime 
or his nickel that they were depriving his fam- 
ily of bread, adding to the degradation of his 
own condition, aiding the fell consumption 
which was taking off his little ones, and speed- 
ing him along the road to a dishonored grave, 
He had on the advice of his suffering wife to 
find refuge from Mr. Mette’s friends in a prison. 
Yet not one of the villains who kept him drunk 
has been made to pay the penalty of his crime, 
owing to the connivance or negligence of those 
who are intrusted with the enforcement of the 
law.

AN IMPORTANT SUIT. 


The Government Institutes Proceed- 
ings Against a Great Land Monopoly 
in Nebraska. | 

Omana, Neb., Feb. 2.—[Special.}—A sult, 
which is regarded as being of great importance 
and is the first movement in this direction on 
the part of the Government, has been begun 
by United States Attorney Lamberson, who, 
acting under instructions from Secretary Teller 
and Attorney-General Brewster, has filed a bill 
inequity against the Brighton Ranch Com- 
pany asking fora mandatory injunction to re- 
strain this company from maintaining a 
barbed-wire fence fifty-six miles in length 
which incloses 52,000 acres of the public do- 


main in Custer County, Nebraska. A 
some 


ent 
the Brighton Ranch Company had driven off 
intending settlers and would not allow other 
stock-owners to pasture cattle on the range. 
Special Agent Hobbs was sent out to investi- 
gate, and found that, and reported, while own- 
ing only about 6,000 head of stock, the Brighton 
Company had inclosed pasture land sufficient 
to maintain three or four times as large a 
herd; that, while they claimed that the land 
was worthless for agricultural purposes, the 
truth was that as fine crops were grown there 
as in uny part of the State; that many 
of the entries made along water courses 
by employés of the company were fraudulent; 
that persons who desired to settle on the land 
had been terrorized and driven off; that it was 
impossible for other cattle-men to get pasture 
on the range; that the company’s fence ex- 
tends directly across the post-route from Plum 
Creek to Arnold's, compelling the mail-carrier 
to go many miles out of his way; that the com- 
pany had refused to put down the fence and 
defied the United States authorities to do so. 
This suit is the first of a number of similar 
suits which are to be instituted against parties 
who confiscate the public domain and stand in 
the way of citizens who should gain the benefit 
of homestead, preémption, and timber claims. 


THE CONVENT HORROR. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 1.—The convent horror 
at Belleville has very seriously affected the in- 
terests of the city convents and seminaries.

GAMBLING HOUSES. 
CONTROLLED BY_A CLIQUE. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 2.—[Special.]—The 
impression is rapidly gaining ground here that 
the gambling houses of the city, which are al- 
lowed to run “at full blast,” are all owned or 
controlled by a clique of gamblers who are sup- 
posed to have some influence in political mat- 
ters. Until within u comparatively short time 
the clique was represented by one man, a not- 
ed gambler, to whom all the houses paid trib- 
ute in the shape of a percentage for the priv- 
lege of being allowed to run. This man was 
„hand in glove” with leading, influential poli- 
ticians of all parties, and it was understood 
that he had power to prevent raids on gambling 
establishments or interference with their busi- 
ness. Some of the wealthier gambling-house 
keepers finally rebelled against what they 
called his extortion, and refused to pay their 
assessment. He threatened to ruin their 
business if they did not yield. They re- 
mained firm, and the result was that 
one of the largest houses in the city was 
„pulled.“ The other places suspended opera- 
tions for a time, and a bitter warfare was waged 
between the autocrats and the gambling-house 
keepers. It ended in the success of the latter, 
and the man who had ruled them for years was 
practically driven out of the city. Then the 
gamblers themselves established a system of 
**home rule.“ Only those who would submit 
to be governed by the self-established clique 
were allowed to carry on gambling heuses. A 
few weeks ago a new place was opened by out- 
of-town men who had the reputation of being 
wealthy and square.“ They were called on by 
the ** home-rulers to pay tribute to the clique’s 
coffers and refused. Immediately the clique 
lodged a complaint with the police authorities 
against the new-comerg. Notice was served 
forthwith on the latter that they must close 
their places. There was no appeal, 
and the new-comers shut up shop. 
The result is, of course, that there is one less 
gambling place in the city than would other- 
wise be the case. But, on the other hand, the 
regular, protected houses have an increase 
of business. There is more gambling done in 
this city than ever before in its history.

THE JANUARY OIL FIELD. 

TITUSVILLE, Pa., Jan 31.—The cold weather, 
and the decline in production and operations 
which it usually brings, had led the majofity of 
the cil trade to expect a bullish report for Janu- 
ary. The figures show a deciine in every 
division of producing, and the trade are disap- 
pointed. During January 228 wells were com- 
pleted in the region, with a total of 3,146 ber- 
rels of new production daily. This is distrib- 
uted among different fields as follows: Bradford 
field, 72 wells, 777 barrels production; Allegany 
Held, seventy-one wells, 664 barrels; middle 
field, fifty-three wells, 932 barrels; lower field, 
thirty-two wells, 773 barrels. The last day of 
January there were 455 wells under way; at 
188 the rigs were building, while 267 were drill- 
ing. The chief feature of the month was the 
opening of whatis known as the McKinney 
district, in the Sheffield forests. Leading op- 
erators, however, think it will never amount to 
much. It is limited in extent and the wells de- 
cline rapidly. Work is being pushed yigorous- 
ly there, and the market is liable to be affected 
soon by news of the completion of the Porter 
well. The drill at this well tonight is down

And now comes up for consideration the im- 
portant question of wrapping-paper. The bags 
which are so often used are quite light, weigh- 
ing o about a quarter ofan ounce; but they 
are as c as they are light, for 500 of them 
cost but 50 cents. The paper used, especially 
at the remorer stores, as a substitute for the 
bags was much heavier, weighing often half 
an ounce, and costing the storekeeper two and 
a half cents a pound. It will be apparent to 
the meanest capacity even that the man who 
can buy brown paper for two and a half 
cents a and sell it at the rate of 
10 cents a pound has a correct appre- 
ciation of business principles, and is on 
the way to make money. And if this be 
true, the converse must aiso be correct, that a 
person who purchases on such terms is on the 
way to the r-house. The paper bag, which 
costs a tenth of a cent, is sold for a third of a 
cent. This may seem a bagutelle, but when

It appears from the investigations of the ex- 
pert that nobody in Chicago gets half a pound 
of sugar when he pays for half a pound. He 
receives only seven ounces and a fraction, and 
also some wrapping paper which is often of 
such poor quality that it cannot be used to 
light a fire with. There is room here for a re- 
former, but where is the man? Some years 
ago Mr. Alexander led the movement against 
the bobtail cars, and crushed them. Perhaps 
he will head the new move, and astonish some 
down-town grocer by a demand for a half- 
pound of sugar, net weight. Here is another 
world to conquer, Mr, A. 

But the way of the poor man, who loses the 
most by buying paper at these heavy rates, is 
lain.

It has been looked on as a hard business 
since the days of Cain. The songs which are 
sung of the craft are apt to be redolent of 
blasphemy, like the one sang by Jake Keyser, 
of Spring Garden, in which he tells bow his 
aged and pious parents wisbed tomake him a 
preacher, and how he, with many oaths that it 
is not nécessary to give here, declared his in- 
tention of going to the- other extreme, and 
swore that he would be a butcher boy 
or die. Certainly there is something in 
the way in which the meat-man 
does business that is calculated to inspire sus- 
picion. He cuts off a large and generous 
chunk of meat, fills it full of logs of wood 
called skewers, and then throws it with great 
violence on a pair of spring scales. His vigi- 
lant eye catches the highest figure that is reg- 
istered, and he puts that down as the weight of 
the meat. Then he takes it and trims of two 
pounds of bone, then a pound of fat, then 
half a pound of gristle. By this time the stuff 
weighs about half wkat it did when he began 
on it. Then he wraps it up and passes it over 
with a seeming unconsciousness of the -fact 
that he has had the best of the transaction. 

SPRINGING SCALES. 
Those scales are looked on with 
suspicion by all who have occasion to buy 
meat, and it was therefore decided to give them

Pull Provisions of the New Agreement 


to Maintain Missouri River Pas- 
gsenger Rates. 


Oable and Potter Give Their Versions of 
: the Nebraska and Utah Com- 
plications. 
More Conferences This Week in the Hope of 
Making Up—The Tottering East- 
| Bound Pool. 


Text of the New Agreement for the 
Maintenance of Missouri River Pas- 
senger Rates. 

The local Passenger and Ticket Agents of the 
various Western roads in this city met yester- 
day morning at No. 148 Monroe street to con- 
sider the agreement for the maintenance of 
Missouri River formulated by the General 
Passenger and et Agents the day previous. 
After suggesting sundry minor alterations, 
they entered into a separate agreement sim ilar 
to the one that has been carried out by the 
local Passenger and Ticket Agents. Under this 
arrangement the local Ticket and Passenger 
Agents pledge themselves to maintain the 
agreement entered into between the General 
Passenger and Ticket Agents of the various 
Missouri River roads, and each Ticket Agent 
deposits a sum of money, out of which the 
fines for a violation of the agreement are to be 
collected. 

The General Passenger and Ticket Agents 
met in the afternoon, and, after accepting the 
propositions made by the local agents, the 
agreement was adopted and ordered to go into 
effect Monday. 

The agreement provides that regular tariff 
rates, as published in the rate-sheets, shall be 
maintained fully and without any kind of 
evasion, and no road shall change any rate 
without the consent of all the lines in interest. 
All classes of tickets sold at limited rates shall 
extend from starting point to destination and 
in one and same form for each ticket, and shall 
be for continuous only, and the limita- 
tion shall be the limit for such tickets, except 
that in case of actual physicai disability of the 
passenger, not in existence at time of purchase 
of ticket, or of accident necessitating detention 
of trains, the line on which the delay occurs 
may exchange such ticket for others so limited 
as to enable the passenger to reach his destina- 
tion without extra expense. No ticket shall be 
exchanged or time limit extended for or 
through a ticket broker. 

All special rates for round-trip, excursion, or 
other special forms of tickets between com- 
petitive points in the territory embraced, not 
provided for in the Chicago rate-sheet, shall be 
the subject of special agreement from time to 
time between the competitive lines interested; 
and no special rate or combination of rates 
shall be made so as to reduce the agreed special 
or regular rates between the competitive 
points, covered by this agreement. Only hold- 
ers of first-class tickets shall be transported in 
first-class coaches, sleeping, parior, or chair- 
cars. The maximum commissions that 
may be paid in Chicago on any 
one whole ticket to the Missouri River points 
between Yankton and Kansas City, both in- 
clusive and beyond, shall be $1 on one-way 
tickets of any class and $1.50 on roundtrip 
tickets, and no higher commission shall be paid 
to any intermediate point. No passenger or 
baggage shall be transferred free in Chicago. 
Any tickets dated on or after Feb. 4 sold at less 
than the rates provided for or in violation of 
any of the provisions of the agreement shall be 
redeemeti by the guilty road at the following 
rates: For each offense, at double the par 
tariff or agreed value of each ticket. However, 
if a ticket has been sold by any person not a 
regular ticket agent of a railroad or transporta- 
tion line at a cut rate, and tne authorized ticket 
agent can establish the fact that he sold the same 
at full tariff rate, and that he did not connive 
with the party selling the ticket, then the price 
of redemption shall be only the full par or tariff 
value of such ticket. Any sharing of rentals 
with or payment of salary, side cut, or extra 
allowance of any nature,to ticket agents or 
their assistants, or other parties, for the pur- 

of securing business to the points covered 
y the agreement, which shall have the effect 
of increasing, directly or indirectly, the amount 

of commission agreed upon shall be deemed a 

violation of the agreement. 

Theatrical rates shall be two-thirds of the 
first-class unlimited rates between Chicago and 
Migsouri River points published in the current 
Chicago rate-sheet (subject to an agreement to 
be hereafter made), and must be confined to 
genuine theatrical people; and if tickets are 
sold at theatrical rates to persons or parties not 


entitied to theatrical rates, such ti shall 
be redeemed as hereinbefore provided for in 
cases of cut rates. No shall be 


checked free or. at less than the current extra 


baggage rates. 

Whenever a violation of the agreement is 
discovered, the plaintiff must give immediate 
notice, with particulars of the case in writing, 
to the chief officer of the passenger and ticket 
department of the road in whose interest the 
violation was made, to him the time 
and place when a meeting to investigate the 
case will be held, which time shall in no case 
be later than five days after the date of dis- 
covery of the commission of the offense; and 
any violation of.the agreement that may occur 
between the time of the discovery of such of- 
fense ana the decision of the meeting thereo 
shall be treated as of the same degree as 
one for which the meeting was called. All in- 
vestigations for breaches of the agreement are 
to be made by the General Passenger Agents 
or their regularly authorized repre- 
sentative, but a majority decision 
may be ap to arbitration by 
either the plaintiff or defendant, the plaintiff 
to select one arbitrator, the defendant to select 
one, and these two to select a third; the ma- 
jority decision of the three to be final. Upon 
the imposition of a penalty as provided in the 
agreement, it must be paid by the offending 
ticket agent, or the prescribed appeal taken at 
once; andif the infliction of any penalty is 
confirmed by the arbitrators on the evidence 
furnished them, the penaity so imposed, to- 
gether with the costs in the case, shall be paid 
by the agent convicted within five days after 
such affirmation of judgment. 

No railroad a party to the agreement can 
withdraw except by giving in writing five-days’ 
notice, and no such notice of withdrawal shall 
be recognized while charges for violation of 


All the roads between Chicago or St. Louis 
and Kansas City and Missouri River points are 
parties to the agreement, including the Bur- 
lington and Hannibal & St. Joe. ) 

Mr. George Heafford, the Secretary of the 
meeting, was instructed to issue a circular in- 
structing Eastern lines to issue hereafter only 
through continuous tickets, first and second 
class limited, as well as seaboard and emigrant 
tickets.

Cable and Potter on the Nebraska and 
Utah Complications.

In spite of the almost positive evidence that 
but few roads charge full tariff rates and that 
most of the east-bound freight is talfen at a 
20-cent rate (10 cents less than the tariff), the 
weekly statement of east-bound shipments of 
flour, grain, and provisions shows a decrease 
of more than 8,000 tons from the week previous. 
This shows that east-bound business from this 
city is exceedingly dull and explains why the 
roads are compelled to cut the rates.

Most of it 
would go via other Western and Southwestern 
competing points, from which the roads persist 
in taking freight at whatever rates they can 
get it.

ON THE HARPER LAW EARLY IN MARCH— 
MORE ALDERMEN ON RECORD—GAUTNER—
